Fora man to repeat all the 
Articles of his Chriſtian Faith , to profeſs with his 
mouth to believethe ReſiirreCion' of his body , the 
General Jadgment, 'andthe' Life everlaſting, -andto 
live like a Devil, 'and ſwear like a Turk ; and yet

Kabſhehah's Argument againſt Hezekz4ub had been 
pood, if his words of Hezeki4h had been true, Eſa. 
36.7. Little cauſe indeed could Hezekzah have to 
truſt in God whoſe Altars he had taken down, and 
whoſe places of Worſhip he had demoliihed. -=How 
Intle Reaſon hath any man te hope that God ſhould: 
fave him when he dies, that hath no care to'ſferve 
and pleaſe God whilſt he. lives. Alas! when we ceaſe 
tokeep Faith with God, we free him from the per- 
formance of His Promiſe to us. For, however it be 
true that the Apoltle fays, 2 Tz#2.2. 13. Though we 
prove unfaithful, yet God abides faithful, He cannot 
deny Himſelf. Man's diſtruſt, and incredulity can+ 
not annul God's fidelity. *Tis a deplorable Poſition 
that the Romaniſts hold, and cutteth aſunder the ſ 
news of Humane Society, That Faith is not to beheld 
with Hereticks. Better ſaid Heathen Txly, Etiam in> 

fiaeli reffe ſervatur files ; even with the unfaithful, 
Faith is:to be kept. Where Agreements between 
Party and Party are grounded on Conditions to be 
mutually performed on either fide, he that in ſuch 
caſe breaketh firſt, doth thereby abſolutely free: the 
other Party. .Unfaithfulneſs therefore -it is not-in 
God to deny to make his Promiſe good unto thoſe 
that have no.care to. keep Covenant withrHim, ----- .

Thirdly, There is nothing among Generous Men 
more odious than Falſhood,and Treachery in Friend- 
ſhip : To find them falſe tous whom wehavetryſt- 
ed : To be betray'd by thoſe that we thought our 
ſureſt friends 3 This cuts a man to the very heart. 
This made David coniplain, Pſal. 55.12. Twas not 
an open enemy that didſt me this diſhonour , for ther 
T cold have born it 3 neither was it mine Adverſa- 
ry, that did magnifie bimſelf againſt me, for then 
peradyenture I would have hid my ſelf from hin © But 
it was even thou my Companion, my Captain,and mine 
own familiar: Friend. Surely tt wounded deep the 
heart of the. Great Buckingham when he was be- 
tray'dby his Servant Baziſter, whom he had raiſed 
to a great Eſtate 3 and it was a bitter ingredient 

which was put into the Cup of our-late Martyr'd 
Sovereign, to have thoſe that eat of his bread;-to 
lift up their hands againſt him : To- ſee: ſome of 
his own Dcomeſtick Servants whiom he had fed, 'and 
advanced to fit inthat unjuit*Court to.take away
